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Council needs 
to respond to 
retailers’ needs 

We believe the Sierra Madre City 
Council made a wrong decision last Tues¬ 
day when they failed to grant Amelia 
Lopez of Touch of France restaurant a 
variance so she could serve patrons at 
small tables with umbrellas on the side¬ 
walk in front of her business. 

Not only would those three tables 
have encouraged business for Lopez but 
they would also have increased traffic 
flow for her neighbors. 

We believe the site of the tables 
(30 in. diameter) with umbrellas (60 in. 
diameter) would not have inhibited traffic 
but instead would have created a reason 
for more people to shop here. 

We doubt the liability factor was one 
to consider. Sidewalk sales have been a 
popular merchandising practice in Sierra 
Madre for several years and continue 
to thrive. 

Other merchants wisely show their 
products with variances blessing their 
carts. To our knowledge there have been 
no problems either from the quarterly 
sidewalk sales or from the daily practice 
of flower carts out on the sidewalk. 

Rather than a liability, these are at¬ 
tractions that can only assist the town of 
Sierra Madre. 

When bright business people with 
clever merchandising ideas are turned 
away, all merchants suffer. These busi¬ 
ness people need all the help they can 
get. 

Now it’s time, also, for the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce to get involved. They 
need to work for the retailers such as 
Amelia Lopez and support her bid for the 
sidewalk tables. At the council meeting 
we did not see any supporters for Lopez 
from the chamber. 


We encourage the City Council to 
reconsider and fpilow the advice of the 
Planning Commission. Give Touch of 
France a 30-day trial period with her 
clever idea and let the people of Sierra 
Madre be the judges of whether or not 
her idea will work for us.

“HOME CARE OF A SICK BIRD” 

Part I: Preventative measures to avoid iilness 

A bird is one of the few pets that can 
become sick and die in a matter of hours. 
For this reason, it is a good idea for any 
bird owner to become familiar with a few of 
the symptoms and remedies associated with the 
illness of a pet bird. Quick action and pre¬ 
ventive measures can save your pet. 

Birds enjoy and need sunlight, so a win¬ 
dow is often a popular location for the cage. 
If the cage is exposed to direct sun, be sure 
that there is always ample shade available 
in case your bird becomes too hot. Avoid 
placing the cage by a window or door where 
there is a cold draft. This can chill your pet 
and lead to respiratory illness. 

Also, it’s a good idea to routinely check 
your seed supply for signs of moldy seed or 
for webs throughout the food. These con¬ 
ditions normally occur in old seed, so avoid 
bying more than a 30-day supply at one time. 

Store seed in a cool, dry place and keep it 
in a cloth bag or other container through 
which air can circulate so that any moisture 
in the seed will evaporate. Serious stomach 
• disorders can be caused by ingesting bad seed. 

These are some tips on ways to prevent 
common illnesses in your bird — next week 
will be a discussion of the symptoms and 
remedies of sickness.

Notes from the Attic

— May 3, 1935: The City Council allotted 
two acres of land at the mouth of Bailey 
Canyon to the Sierra Madre Boy Scouts for a 
permanent campsite.

The rose was grown by 
Herbert Hoover Jr. of Sierra Madre and 
named for his father . . . Edgar Bradford 
went hunting with friends on Santa Cruz 
Island and shot several wild boar. He reports 
they were excellent eating. 

— May 5, 1960: Clerks at Roess Market 
helped a befuddled lady shopper who couldn’t 


read her own writing. “What do you suppose 
1 want?” she asked a clerk. The clerk de¬ 
cided the writing was “peanuts.” It was . . . 
The Sierra Madre School Band recently made 
its public' debut by playing for Kiwanis Club 
meeting recently . . .

It was one of those things that happens 
spontaneously or it doesn’t happen at all. 

I had come to the Yorkdale Elementary 

t chool by the request of Sara Cariffe, the head- 
laster of room 11, to show some films and talk 
to the kids about death and dying. During the 
course of our conversations, 1 mentioned that I 
correspond with inmates of the California Prison 
System. 

A hand shot up waving frantically. The hand 
belonged to a young lady who asked a simple 
question. “Can we write to them?” 

Sara and 1 looked at each other from 
opposite sides of the room and there was an 
inaudible “click.” It took a while to get it in 
gear, but what grew out of that blunt and 
honest inquiry was what we now affectionately 
call “Kjdsand Kons.” 

My relationship with inmates began in 1981 
when I was asked to come to the California 
Institution for Women to talk to a class about 
my experiences as the executive director of the 
Continuum I'oundation. More specifically, I had 
spent two years traveling with an exhibit called 
“Continuum, the Immortality Principle.” The ex¬ 
hibit took a hard look at what the world knows 
concerning the possibility or probability, depend¬ 
ing on your point ol view, ol consciousness 
continuing after physical death. Subsequently, 1 
have been to several prisons and many schools 
giving workshops and chairing discussions centered 
on the whole i.ssue of dying and being dead 
and the value of such an inquiry to the living. 

The first thing I did after leaving Sara’s 
class was to go back to the office and write to 
a few of my more prolific “Penitentiary Pals” 
and ask them if they would be interested in 
corresponding with the “little people,” (a name 
later coined by an inmate). The response was 
positive and in the past year we have matched 
up about 30 sets of “big people” and “little 
people.” 

My feeling from the start was that the kids 
and the inmates might have a mutually positive 
effect on each other although 1 found myself 
telling the “kids” that they could help the 
“kons” and telling the “kons” that they might 
have a good effect on the “kids.” 

While in class, one day 1 mentioned the name 
of an inmate in Soledad Prison and related how 
my friend .lohimy had spent the first several 
years of his sentence in solitary confinement 
at San Quentin but had recently been translerred 
to Soledad and was currently trying to get cli- 
mati/cd to his new surroundings. A young boy 
held up his hand and said that .lohnny might 
be his uncle. 

l.ater I wrote .lohnny, not bothering to hide 
my excitement at the discovery. I told him 
that the young man was gang-orientated and 
having trouble in school and 1 asked him if he

thought he could help. 

Johnny’s reply to my letter was low-keyed 
and though not indifferent, was not up to my 
preconceived expectations. He admitted that the 
boy was related to him but said, “1 don’t 
think 1 could help him. He is encouraged into 
that gang life. They don’t see no life other 
than what they’re surrounded by.” He went on 
to say that “1 had no excu.se for living a gang 
lifestyle myself. I came from a good and close 
family.” 

I called Sara and told her what had happened. 
We decided that there was nothing more we could 
or should do. In the meantime, the young boy 
decided to send Johnny a Christmas card. (The 
class makes their own cards and sends them 
through me to the inmates). 

I should mention here that all correspondence 
goes through me. I read it, copy it for my 
files and distribute it. 

About a week later, i got a letter from 
Johnny to the young man. With Johnny’s per¬ 
mission, I am including it in its entirety: 

(Ed. note: The letter is printed verbatim. 
The lines indicate the person’s name.) 

Dear_, 

“I hope this letter finds you doing fine, 
and 1 hope you have a good Christmas, it 
has been a long time since I last saw you, 

1 hope your doing okay, especially in school, 

1 know you might not like it that much 

but believe me_knowledge is the 

best thing we can have in life, and be¬ 
sides your learning that at school for free. 

1 know you arc a very smart person_, 

I seen that in you the last time I saw you. 

You know something_? gangs are 

a waste of time, they just keep you on the 
same old scene. Which doesn’t do nothing 
for you, and when you end up in prison 
like myself they won’t even write you, or 
help you with your problems. I like you 

_and 1 hope you never have to live 

a life (he way 1 did because believe me 
you’ll regret it. You’ll be all alone. Listen 
if you feci like writing me I’ll be here, you 
can ask me any question you like. I’ll be 
your friend always, and if you have a prob¬ 
lem I’ll be here and on your side always. 
Thank yo for the Christmas card it was 
real nice. Take care of yourself.

City Clerk Ostrye was fin 
Monrovia woman mayor

She was a WAVE (Wo¬ 
men Accepted for Volun¬ 
tary Emergency Service) 
stationed in San Diego. 
He was a confirmed 
bachelor singing in the 
Immaculate Conception 
Church choir. It was love 
at first sight on a cer¬ 
tain January Sunday in 
1945, and the start of a 
wonderful 40 years of 
wedded bliss for Peter 
and Pat Ostrye of Mon 
rovia. 

As “Miss Pat O’Brien,” 
Ostrye had enlisted in the 
U.S. Navy from her na¬ 
tive Minneapolis at age 20. 

“You get to Cali¬ 
fornia,” her mother told 
her (knowing a good 
thing when she heard of 
it), “and 1 will, too.” 

Ostrye did “get to Cali¬ 
fornia” eventually, by 
way of boot camp at 
Hunter college in New 
York, Pasco and Seattle, 
Washington. Finally, af¬ 
ter repeated requests, she 
was assigned to the San 
Diego Naval Base. 

Her family made it, 
too, for her June wed¬ 
ding and later to settle 
in Southgate. Her 86- 
year-old dad still resides 
in Santa Clara, though 
her mother died 29 years 
ago. 

The Ostryes have al¬ 
ways lived in Monrovia. 
Eor the first 20 years, 
the seven Ostrye children 
got their mother’s un¬ 
divided attention atid lov¬ 
ing care. PTA at Imma- 
vculate Conception was 
about as far afield as 
she went. All the yoimg- 
siei.'- attended local 
schools and took part in 
Moniovia affairs. 

“Whatever happened, 
they could not say they 
didn’t have roots!” Os¬ 
trye says of her children 


with a wry chuckle. 

All their children live 
in nearby California cities 
except one daughter of 
Cody, Wyo. Martin, who 
recently graduated from 
Cal State Fullerton with 
a degree in history, is the 
only one still at home. 
He is seeking a position 
as a teacher of history. 
Meanwhile, the Ostryes 
don’t mind at all having 
a “live-in gardener” since 
Martin takes care of all 
the outside maintenance. 

When Pete Ostrye 
served on the Monrovia 
City Council from 1958 
to 1%8, his wife developed 
an interest in local poli¬ 
tics. When she decided to 
get involved, she jumped 
in with both feet and ran 
for city council. She was 
the first woman on the 
council and the first wo¬ 
man elected to that seat. 

Four years later, Os¬ 
trye set two more records 
when she became the lirsl 
woman mayor as well as 
the first person ever to be 
elected to that office. 
Prior to that time, it was 
a position handed around 
among council members 
depending upon sen¬ 
iority. 

She IS now serving the 
.seeond of two four-year 
terms as city clerk, a 
position which is also 
elective in Monrovia. 

Several awards of merit 
have come Ostrye’s way 
from the Monrovia Ki- 
wanis, the Chamber of 
Commerce and the Church 
Women United. Los An¬ 
geles County lauded her 
with an award in 1980 
for service to her eoiri- 
m unity. 

Just six years ago, Os¬ 
trye involved herself with 
the Quota Club of Mon¬ 
rovia - Duarte, a charit¬ 
able organization pri¬ 
marily to benefit the 


hearing impaired. She 
served as president and 
then as Lt. Governor of 
the 25th District of Quota 
Club, International. 

Last October she was 
elected Governor of the 
district for one year and 
spends many evenings 
and weekends traveling 
to one or another of the 
13 clubs from Santa Bar¬ 
bara to San Diego. Her 
husband, now retired, 
usually is able to accom¬ 
pany her.

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Pasadenan helps youth 
through 'rough waters’

But for the interest of 
a certain seventh grade 
teacher, the Girls Club 
'of Pasadena would not 
be benefiting tliese days 
from the dedicated work 
of a young Pasadenan 
named Charles Thomas. 

Thomas is director of 
the Teen Program and 
personally oversees the 
Teen Volunteer Service 
Corps in Pasadena (and 
Sierra Madre), Monrov ia 
and Watts. He devotes 
two days a week to the 
first two and Saturdays 
to the last. Another dav 
each week is spent in ad¬ 
ministrative overview 
planning. 

In the program, girls 
of 13 and 14 have brand 
new experiences for some 
first hand vocational train¬ 
ing which might interest 
them as a career. It awak¬ 
ens their minds to many 
ideas for developing self- 
sustaining independenee 
when they are out of 
school or ready to get 
professional training. I or 
some, it is their first 
chance to dare hope thev 
may get ahead and get 
out of unfavorable cir¬ 
cumstances. 


Thomas knows what 
it’s like to be at odds 
with the world without 
goals outlined for one’s 
life. As a youth, he was 
well on his way to a life 
of juvenile delinquency 
and had been thrown out 
of two classes in junior 
high. 

Help arrived in the 
knick of time in the per¬ 
son of a certain science 
teacher who realized he 
had potential if he could 
escape his background 
and poor environment. 
She took him into her 
classes rather than see 
him on the streets. 

“I was streetwise,” 
Ihomas says, “a typical 
product of a broken home 
and poor circumstances. 

1 didn’t have any goals 
nor intend to make any 
when that teaeher took 
me under her wing.” 

She got Thomas into a 
program for wayward 
youth, Outward Bound. 
For the first time in his 
young life, Thomas went 
hiking, backpacking and 
camping out. He had never 
been to a lake before and, 
in the High Sierras, it 
seemed he had arrived in 
a literal heaven. 

“It was a totally humb-
